subcommittee 
blamed “carelessness and lack of 
proper superv ision" today for the 
fire which damaged the liner Nor­ 
mandie in Newr York but reported 
that 
opportunities 
for 
sabotage 
were “abundant.'’ 
Concluding a two months in- I 
v estigation, the subcommittee is­ 
sued a long report sharply critical 
of gov ernment handling of the big 
ship and disclosed that orders had 
been giv en for it to sail on Feb­ 
ruary 14 fiv e day s after it burned 
and capsized. 
Asserting that the fire unq ues­ 
tionably started from sparks from 
a blow torch which ignited life 
preserv ers, the subcommittee said 
inv estigation failed to disclose any 
persons intent on acts of sabotage 
and said the fire “was not started 
with wilful or malicious intent.” 
No Superv isio n 
“There is no escape from the 
conclusion, 
howev er, 
that 
the 
cause and 
conseq uences of 
the 
fire may not be attributed to sa- 
carelessness and lack of proper 
superv ision,” the report said. 
“There was no ev idence to in­ 
dicate that the fire on the N or­ 
mandie may be attributed to sa­ 
botage. . . . Opportunities for sa­ 
botage or almost any subv ersiv e 
activ ity were, howev er, abundant 
j on the Normandie. . . . That the 
i fire may not be attributed to sa 
botage is only indicativ e, there­ 
fore, of the fact that saboteurs, if 
there were any , did not deem the 
time ripe for sabotage.” 
The subcommittee made 23 re ­ 
commendations intended to pre- 
| v ent « repetition of such » fire 
one of which was that operation 
of United States merchant v essels 
; should be placed under the juris- 
i diction of the secretary of the 
nav y . 
“ Undue Haste” 
The report said it was difficult 
to place the responsibility for acts 
| of carelessness on any one indi- 
j v idual but did say there was “un­ 
due haste, indecision and lack of 
careful 
planning 
in 
connection 
with the conv ersion of the Nor­ 
mandie.” 
After 
noting that the 
former 
French ship was taken ov er by the 
nav y on December 24, 19 41, the 
report said: 
“ It was first thought that the 
Normandie might be used as an 
airplane carrier. 
Then, this idea 
| was discarded as well as one of 
; making a box ed plane cargo ship 
j out of it. 
Later, it was thought 
that she could be conv erted for 
; use as a unit loaded transport op­ 
erated by nav y and coast guard 
personnel. 
It was then decided 
to turn her ov er to the arm y and 
orders were issued to that effect, 
but within two weeks that was 
giv en up and it was finally de­ 
cided that the nav y should retain 
control of the v essel, manager and 
use her for a unit loaded trans­ 
port v essel. 
These v arious deci­ 
sions resulted in delay in the con­ 
v ersion of the ship, for changes 
: had to be made from one plan to 
another in the conv ersion for dif- 
| ferent purposes.”

WASHINGTON, April 15— 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson—the hard- 
driv ing, 
angry -tongued 
“iron- 
pants” of the World War, and 
the 
recov ery 
period 
NR A, 
and 
more 
recently 
a 
caustic 
new s­ 
paper columnist—died 
of penu- 
monia today , 12 hours after w rit­ 
ing 
a last column— ignoring his 
doctor's orders for rest. 
Death came to the 59 -y ear-old 
former soldier at 4:45 a. m. in a 
Washington hotel. 
He had been 
weakened by sev eral months of 
ill health. 
Although 
he 
rose 
from 
cap­ 
tain to a brigadier general with 
a Distinguished Serv ice medal in 
the World 
War, 
Johnson 
died 
technically a priv ate. 
President 
Roosev elt on 
last 
April 30 re ­ 
fused his reappointm ent 
as 
an 
arm y reserv e officer. 
G eneral Johnson came to na ­ 
tional fame in 19 33, 
when 
he 
stormed across the country —or­ 
ganizing the NRA—the recov ery 
period sy stem of codes of practice 
for business and industry to keep 
prices and wages from being de­ 
flated. 
He assailed as “chiselers,” “lor­ 
ies,’’ and “traitors” all those who 
refused to co-operate with him. 
When his NRA was in full swing 
he estimated tnat 
it 
had 
made 
3,000.000 jobs and increased the 
country ’s purchasing 
power 
by 
$3,000.000,000 a y ear.

are painted like an easier egg. Dr. 
Barlow declared his treatment of

cellent results. 
Dye Is Applied 
The 
burned 
patient 
is 
g iven 
anesthesia 
immediately; 
burned 
tissue is removed and the area 
washed. A mixture of violet, bril­ 
liant g reen and purple dye is ap­ 
plied o ver the entire area, which 
is then wrapped in bandag es. 
Sometimes sulfadiazine, a sul- 
fanilimide derivative, is used to 
help check infection, but the dyes 
themselves have been found not 
only to kill g erms associated with 
such wounds, but to stop pain and 
provide a healing effect, Dr. Bar- 
low declared. 
In 
addition, pressure 
on 
the 
burned part has been found to 
stimulate healing , he added. This 
was discovered when men with 
badly burned backs insisted 
on 
sleeping on 
their backs instead 
of stomachs after the dye treat­ 
ment: and the burned parts which 
were under pressure healed more 
quickly. The physician sug g ested 
that 
compresses, 
preferably

spong e rubber, be bound around 
any burned area after treatment.

(also used in incendiary bombs) 
by immediate immersion of the 
burned part, or the whole body, 
in water heated to about 15 de­ 
g rees above body temperature. 
Thi.s g ave almost immediate re­ 
lief. he declared, particularly to

demonstrating methods of putting

phosphorus 
bomb. 
Cold 
water 
ag g ravates 
pain

burns, he added. 
The 
second 
stag e 
in 
treating 
phosphorus burns is direct appli­ 
cation of a solution of copper sul­ 
fate. a common chemical, in water. 
This produces a chemical reac­ 
tion which stops the burning ac­ 
tion 
of 
the 
phosphorus 
in 
the 
body tissues, and forms crystals 
that can be washed off or picked 
away while the burned area is 
still under water.
